Federal Judge Asserts 
in Pittsburgh Ruling. 


PITTSBURGH, April 8—(@)— 
Judge R. M. Gibson, in United States 
district court here today, upheld an 
attack on the constitutionality of a 
par: of the federal estate tax act. 


The decision was rendered in a suit 
against the government for the return 
of $226,067.71 filed by executors of 
the John VW. Donnan estate of Wash- 
ington, Pa. 

The legal question passed upon by 
Judge Gibson involved the right of a 
citizen to dispose of part of his estate 
within two years of his death without 
the government taking the view that 
he contemplated death, and made the 
disposition to avoid collection of tax 
from his estate. 

Donnan died December 23, 1928, at 
the age of 81. In March, 1027, he 
established a trust fund of $1,700,000 
to be handled by his trustees, the 
income fo go to his four children and 
the principal to be distributed in 20 
years to the last survivors. 

The government, in assessing estate 
tax, held that under the estate tax 
act it was a conciusive presumption 
of death to have established the trust 
fund within two years of Donnan’s 
death. The plaintiff's claimed there 
was no thought of probable death in 


the mind of Donnan when he arrang- 
a the trust fund and that it was a 
gift

The delusion that anybody 
is generously exempted from taxa- 
tion is simply the trick of dema- 
gogues played upon the ignorance 
and selfishness of the common 
citizen. 

Two plain deductions are drawn 
from that undeniable premise; first, 
that all discoverable property in the 
State should be listed at its true 
market value and taxed without 
exemptions or deductions; and, sec- 
ond, that human labor of whatever 
gainful character should pay an ex- 
cise from its gross earnings in re- 
turn for its privileges and protec- 
tion afforded by the state. 

By these equalizing and honest 
methods it is contended that taxa- 
tion will be rightly adjusted to the 
ability of every citizen to yield his 
due share of support to the gov- 
ernment and the state will play no 
favorites among its people. The 
cost of the government will depend 
upon the demands of the people 
themselves. If those demands are 


for services of unusual or extrava- 


gant character, the people will be 
responsible for the cost of them and 
will have to pay without cause for 
just complaint.

CONSIDERING COTTON. 

Several salient associations of 
agricultural and industrial leaders 
interested in the welfare of cotton 
growers and their produce, are hold- 
ing conferences throughout the cot- 
ton belt.

But the main need of the situation 
is to get the valuable information 
well home to the understanding of 
the cotton farmers themselves. Few 
of the two million farmers get into 
those meetings to be affected in 
knowledge and educated in the fac- 
tors that inevitably make for or 
detract from their prosperity. 


The cotton of the south is the 
second most important crop of the 
nation and its value enters essen- 
tially into all the other industries 
of the people, as well as forming 
most often the favorable balance in 
our commerce with the world at 
large. It is simply inconceivable 
that the business men of America 
should be indifferent to the needs 
and welfare of the cotton growers 
of the south. Drive them from their 
fields and extinguish their products, 
and the effect would be to change 
the whole order of our national life. 


These facts are so self-evident 
that the financiers, the manufac- 
turers, the merchants, and the com- 
merce promoters of the nation must 
be made to realize how vitally de- 
pendent they are upon the cotton- 
growing industry. The nation at 
large must be brought to understand 
that the poverty of the cotton 
farmer must necessarily work to 
impoverish all other of our national 
industries. 
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Novelist Works

If the writers of popular detective 
stories, whose theories and solutions 
of fictitious crimes often evoke sarcas- 
tic comments among police officials 
and other experts, were put to the 
task of solving a real crime, what 
would hippen?

Managua, and the remainder are liv- 
ing in tents. Only a wall here and 
there is left standing, and removal of 
the dead from the smoldering wreck- 
age is going forward under great dif- 
ficulties. Some 4,000 bodies have been 
dragged from the ruins so far, but the 
probability is that there are at least 
that many more still buried under the 
debris. The stench is almost unbear- 
able. 

“Only two buildings are yet stand- 
ing in the whole city,” epntinued 
Mathewson, “that of an American au- 
tomobile company and a brewery on the 
edge of town. Fires which sprang up 
everywhere after the quake destroyed 
all the merchants’ stocks, and there is 
no doubt in my mind that, had it not 
been for the heroic efforts of the 
American marines, the surviving pop- 
ulation would literally have starved 
to death. saw marines feeding 
7,000 of these unfortunate people in 
one batch alone. That meant 21,000 
meals a day, and it was kept up for 
days. As a result, of course, the at- 
titude of the inhabitants, once hostile 
toward the marines, has undergone a 
complete reversal. Uncle Sam's boys 
are looked upon now by the people 
as their saviors, and justly so. 

“The Red Cross now has the situa- 
tion in hand,” Mathewson went on, 
‘and it. too, has done wonderful work, 
bringing in medicine and supplies 
from every available source. Ernest 
Swift, head of the Red Cross in that 
area, with whom I made the flight 
down from Miami, told me he thought 
an outbreak of pestilence in the af- 
flicted city was unlikely, but I cannot 
myself see how'the danger of epidemics 
of typhoid fever and other diseases 
can be guarded against succegsfully 
under the circumstances. It lacks 
only that to make the grisly picture 
of horror complete.” 

Mathewson further expressed the 
opinion that the city would never be 
rebuilt, in view of the gigantic ex- 
pense that would be involved and the 
fact that the government of Nicaragua 
is, to all intents and purposes, prac- 
tically “broke.” A meeting called to 
consider immediate removal of the 
capital was to be held Wednesday, he 
said, according to plans of which he 
learned before his departure Sunday.
